s€G CENES of great excitement were witnessed in Dublin last night, 
when a crowd collected outside Connolly Hall, in Great 
Strand street; the headquarters of the Revolutionary Workers’ 


Group, and attacked it. 


The hall was the object of attack on Sunday and Tuesday nights 


last, when bodies of young men, who 


are said to be anti-Com- 


munists, marched there and sang hymns, and missiles were thrown, 


breaking the windows. 


_Last night’s crowds were much larger, and the fighting that 
tookplace on the street and from the housetops went on for several 
hours, despite the efforts of a large body of police to keep the com- 


batants asunder. 
persons were treated in hospital. 


Shots were heard above the din, and thirty-three 


One man, whose name was given as Harry Stafford, of 43 Bel- 
vedere place, had a gunshot wound in the leg. 


In the headquarters of the St. John Ambulance Brigade, next 
door to the. Connolly Hall, Superintendent Crowley, Superinten- 
dent Marsden and Ambulance Officer Gully, together with a party 
of the Brigade, were treating the injured from 7 o'clock in the 


evening. 


While carrying a patient on a stretcher, Christopher Leonard, a 
member of the Brigade, received a blow from a stone on the temple, 


which had to be dressed. 


THE ATTACK ON THE HALL. 


Although cordons of police had been off duty at the time of the outbreak, was

At this stage one man was taken into 


custody by the Civic Guards, and another 
who attempted to escape, after running 
the whole length of the street, was caught 
hy the cordon at one end. The crowd 
demanded the release of the two men, but 
they were removed by the Guards. 

There was a strong force of police

that the attack was the work of a dis- 
orderly mob, and that the Guards were 
doing their utmost to protect the property 
in the neighbourhood. 

Later it was learned that sixteen men 
had been detained in the Bridewell. 


POLICE CHARGE CROWDS. 


Police drew their batons in the narrow 
street and fought with the crowd of young 
men, who again attempted to set fire to 
the literature. Specimens of the books 
thrown from windows were picked up by 
some members of the crowd and carried 
away as souvenirs. The books included :— 
‘Preparing for Revolt,’’ by N. Lenin ; 


‘‘Marx, Engels, Lenin, on “the Irish 
Revolution,” by Ralph Fox, and “ The 
Next Step in Britain, Ireland and 


America,” by a number of writers: Most 
of the literature, however, was torn up or 
burned. 

While the members of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade were carrying away 
some of the injured men on stretchers the 
crowd, outside the police cordons, en- 
deavoured to attack the patients, as they 
thought that the removal of men on the 


stretchers was a ruse to evacuate Com- 


munists from the besieged area. The 


Guards intervened, and, although several 
of the ambulance men received rough 
treatment, they succeeded in protecting 
their patients from further injury. 


MEN ON HOUSETOPS.

At Jervis street Hospital it was learned 
that more than thirty people had been 
treated for injuries, mostly scalp wounds, 
although one man is believed to have a 
fractured skull. A number of other 
persons with minor injuries received first 
aid from the St. John’s Ambulance men, 
and were not taken to. hospital. Several 
women and young girls were among the 
injured. 

It was nearly one o'clock before the 
street was cleared by further baton 
charges, and the crowd learned that most 
of the Communists who had been in 
Connolly Hall had escaped one by one in 
their midst... Guards remained on ‘thé 
scene for some time after the district had 
quie 

During the evening another party of 
young men demonstrated outside the Re- 
publican Workers’ College in Eccles street, 
Dublin. Some stones were thrown at the 
building, but little damage was caused. 

Another report states that a Communist 
meeting was in progress at Connolly 
House, when several hundred young men 
marched to the street in which the 
premises are situated. Hymns were sung, 
and bricks and other missiles were thrown 
at the windows. 

Later it was found that the building 
had been set on fire, 

Members of the Communist Party 
appeared at the windows, and, it is 
= threw missiles at the crowd out- 
side, ; 

The fire brigade was called to the scene 
three times during the disturbance. 

The marchers fought their way up the 
staircase and attacked the. men in the 
building, who retreated through the upper 
storeys. The police succeeded after a con- 
siderable time in dislodging the attackers, 
but the occupants of the premises were 
imprisoned for a time. 

During the melée a posse of police 
rushed into a yard at the back of the 
building to dislodge a crowd of young men 
who were climbing on to the roofs with 
the intention of attacking the building. 

There were several scuffles on the roof- 
tops, and in the moonlight one could see 
figures struggling on perilous ledges. 

A covered police wagon was drawn up 
outside the building for the purpose of 
conveying the Communists to safety. 
This, however, was found impossible, and, 
after waiting for some hours, the wagon 
left with injured people. - 

As the car drove off, the crowd, think- 
ing that it contained Communists, stoned 
it, but the occupants luckily escaped

“SCRAP THE LOT.” 

With the Government’s own benches 
almost deserted the only deputy to advo 
cate a “‘ scrap the lot’ policy was Mr. 
Kent, of the Centre Party, who painted a 
picture of farmers “ groaning ' in the 
country and ‘‘a k of ne’er-do-wells 
swanking round our cities and towns with 
Sam Browne belts.’ In Mr. Kent’s mind 
was some scheme for military training for 
all of Ireland's males, though he warmly 
deprecated a suggestion by General 
MacEoin that he favoured conscription. 

The Minister had no apologies to offer 
for the size of the vote; on the contrary, 
he expressed personal regret that there 
had been a “cut” of £63,000 on last 
years estimate. As for the argument 
that there had been no change in defence 
policy he assured the House that even the 
slight changes in the estimate were based 
on a plan to get the Army reorganised in 
five years. 

Incidentally Mr. Aiken mentioned that 
the Department had been in consultation 
with experts recently for the establishment 
of a munition factory and that tenders 
were to be invited. After this item of 
news the vote was passed without opposi- 
tion. 

ROAD TRANSPORT BILL. 

Much more critical was the attitude of 
the House to the Road Transport Bill, the 
Committee stage of which occupied most 
of the day’s sitting. The principal 
stumbling block was the proposal to make 
twelve ‘‘ exempted areas,” within a radius 
of fifteen miles from the principal ports, 
in which the restrictions on road trans- 
port would not apply. | 

This proposal to exclude from control 
those areas where traffic was most dense 
called forth the condemnation alike of 
Cumann na nGaedheal, Independent, 
Centre and Labour iy yam aa Mr. 
Dillon professed to greatly surprised 
at finding Mr. Norton, who suggested that 
the term ‘‘ exempted area "’ was a delight- 
ful euphemism for “ chaotic area,” in the 
same camp with himself. 

‘Tf the Labour Party had any sense, 
declared Mr. Dillon, ‘‘ they would clamour 
that this is a most equitable proposal. 
This section turns the whole bill into a 
farce. The railway companies will struggle 
along for two or three years and then col- 
lapse. The Minister will say, ‘I told you 
so.” The Labour Party should now be 
lighting bonfites to celebrate the 
nationalisation of the railways.’’ 

Hours of argument left Mr. Lemass still 
protesting, in speech after speech, that he 
was open to conviction, but that he had 
heard nothing to make him change his 
view. Finally his proposal was pushed 
through by weight of numbers, though he 
promised Mr. Good that he would confer 
again with affected interests before the 
bill comes up on report. That stage is still 
some way off ; for there were many amend- 
ments left on the committee stage when 
the House adjourned. 

Early in the day President de Valera 
informed Mr. J. Good (Independent, Dub- 
lin County) that no date had been fixed 
for the introduction of the Budget.

near Dixmude, Belgium, and Sir P. 

Sassoon, Under Secretary for Air, made 
the following statement : — 

“The aircraft appears to have caught 
fire in the air, and the occupants— 
twelve passengers and the crew, numbering 
andl as" their lives. The Ministry’s 
Inspector of Accidents and his assistant 
left England by air this morning for the 
scene of the accident, and until the Air 
Minister receives a preliminary report 
from them it will not be possible to make 
any further statement. 

“In the meantime, reports such as that 
the fire started in one of the engines, 
should be treated with the greatest reserve. 
The House may wish to know that since 
the last accident, attended by loss of life 
two and a half years ago, Imperial Air- 
ways machines have flown over four 
million miles and have carried over 
99,000 passengers, a record of safety in 
which the company may taxe legitimate 
pride. (Cheers. ) 

“The type. of machine involved in this 
accident is one which has been in constant 
use for six years, and this is the first 
serious accident in the course of over two 
million miles flown by this type on regular 
service. (Cheers.) 


PUBLIC CONFIDENCE 
“ UNSHAEEN. 


“ T am glad to be able to say that oe 
confidence has rightly refused to be shaken 
by this accident, and that the company’s 
regular service to Paris this morning was 
filled to capacity, with a waiting list of 
passengers wishing to travel had space 
been available. (Cheers. ) 

“As to the suggestion for a public 
inquiry, I would remind the House 
that the responsibility for  investi- 
gation rests with the country in 
which the accident occurred, though 
it is customary to associate technical 
representatives of the country to 
which the aircraft belongs. I have no 
doubt that, in the present case, the re- 
sponsible Belgian authorities will work in 
the closest and most cordial co-operation 
with the British experts. Pending the 
receipt of first-hand information as to the 
progress of the inquiry *~ Belgium, and 
the form that inquiry will take, the Air 
Minister thinks that any decision as to 
the necessity or otherwise for a public 
inquiry in this country would be alto- 
gether premature.

SEASON TICKET CLUE. 


Imperial Airways announced last night 
that ‘‘ Mr. Rowland,” one of the victims, 
had now been proved to be Sir John Row- 
land, of Southsea. He was identified by 
a season ticket between London and 
Portsmouth. 

“Sir John left for Berlin three days 
ago on a business trip,” a friend said. 
‘“He had not expected to go, and was 
returning immediately the business was 
transacted. The last message we had 
from him indicated that he did not expect 
to return until to-day. His leaving by air 
on Tuesday must have been a last- 
‘minute decision.”’ 

Sir John, who was knighted in 1929, 
was in his fifty-fifth year. He was chair- 
man of Leethems (Twilfit), Ltd. He 
married Miss Ellen J. Liffe, of Cowes. 

A keen yachtsman, he was a member of 
the R.A. Yacht Club and the. Royal 
Corinthian Yacht Club. 


RAPID RISE TO SUCCESS. 


Sir John Rowland’s rise and success in 
business was very remarkable. From 
the humble position of clerk he rose to 
that of managing director of Leethem s 
corset factory in Portsmouth, a branch of 
which was recently opened in Dublin. He 
possessed a keen business acumen, great 
energy anda pleasing personality. He was 
regarded as one of Portsmouth’s wealthy 
men. He was a very generous supporter 
of charitable institutions, and for his 
splendid contributions to the Royal Ports- 
mouth Hospital and to other institutions 
he was created a Knight. 

Lady Rowland and two daughters, one 
of whom is married, survive him, 


NO THEORY YET. 


It may be several weeks before the cause 
of the accident is established, according 
to Major Cooper, of the Air Ministry, 
who arrived at Dixmude yesterday after- 


noon. He was met by Belgian Air 
Ministry officials, says Reuter'’s Corre- 
spondent. 


Major Cooper, who expects to remain 
another day or two, has not yet formed 
any theory as to the cause of the 
accident. A report which has gained much 
currency here that the accident was due 
to a defect in the wireless equipment vas 
discounted by officials of Imperial Air- 
ways. 

Major Cooper and the other officials were 
immediately admitted to the field, where 
diggers were standing waist-deep in the 
excavations made round the engine, which 
is embedded six feet deep. Al] the 
thirteen bodies in the wreckage have now 
been identified by means of passports and 
other objects found on them. 

The work of extricating the bodies con- 
tinued throughout the afternoon. It was 
not. until the salvagers had cleared away 
the earth which had been piled on the 
wreckage that it was discovered that the 
machine was still smouldering, and the 
Dixmude fire brigade was summoned. 

Three decapitated and handless bodies 
were first unearthed. Two of them were 
clasped in a tight embrace, as though 
determined that death should not part 
them. 

Just as the last body was removed a 
squadron of three aeroplanes from the 
North of France flew over the site and 
dropped a wreath in token of sympathy. 


Two of the victims, Mr. Hugh MeTlrath 
and his sister, Miss Kathleen MclIlrath, 
had close associations with County Down. 

Miss MclIlrath had just completed her 
education at a finishing school in Paris. 
Her brother came from Australia to ac- 
company her home, and the trip round 
Europe was being made before they 
returned to their home at Sydney. Their 
father emigrated. from Ballydown, Ban-

Concessions, all of which were not con- 
templated under tlie 1931 agreement, are 
being made to various classes of teachers. 
No commencing salary will be reduced 
more than 2 per cent.—a _ substantial 
advantage of 4 per cent. to the many 
teachers concerned. Nearly 2,000 junior 
assistant mistresses and untrained teachers 
will suffer only a nominal reduction of 1 
per cent. Teachers in Fior Ghaeltacht 
schools in receipt of specia! grants are 
guaranteed the existing minima of these 
grants, 

About 2,500 teachers—junior assistant 
mistresses and lay assistant teachers—not 
hitherto eligible for pensions are to be 
admitted to full pension rights. This 
concession will be a cause of gratification 
to the whole teaching body which has 
agitated for so long in this direction. 
Payments of residual capitation grant will 
not be cut. This grants amounts to 
£155,000 a year, and over 5,000 teachers 
share in it. This will reduce the per- 
centage reduction in many cases, and, in 
fact, the highest “ cut ” a teacher will 
suffer falls short of 8 per cent. Indeed, 
very few teachers will be ‘‘cut’’ even 7 
per cent. It should be remembered that 
since 1951 the cost of living figure has 
fallen considerably.
